JMr. Byrd referred to the recent 
action of the County Board in ap ­ 
proving a bill in the Legislature to 
tu rn over Cook county’s share of 
the gas tax to relief work instead 
of

W ith 
m any 
thousands of people, m ost of them 
respectable, 
industrious 
persons, 
homeless, jobless, 
and 
penniless, 
there 
seemed 
nothing 
else 
the 
County board could do, Mr. Byrd 
said. 
At the same tim e the fact 
rem ains that the present highways 
are only adequate for normal tra f­ 
fic; and what the condition would 
bp without fu rth er 
road building 
■when the world’s fair is open, was 
not pleasant to think about. 
The situation 
in Cook 
county 
seems beyond human control or in­ 
genuity, Mr. Byrd commented. “ It 
behooves every organization to put 
its shoulder to the wheel and help. 
But m ost organizations are dwindl­ 
ing in membership. And m ost con­ 
crete proposals come from organi­ 
zations.’’ 
He urged the men pres­ 
ent, therefore, to retain their mem­ 
bership in their organizations.

Mr. Pope, who is ex­ 
trem ely modest, declined to make 
2 speech. 
Experiences of Fighting Men 
Mr. Davidsen then introduced As­ 
sistan t S tate’s A ttorney C. W ay­ 
land Brooks, a prominent legion­ 
naire, whose talk was interesting 
in the extrem e; on w hat a soldier 
learns about governm ent and w ar­ 
fare. 
He related experiences from 
his fath ers’ home to living in an a t­ 
tic as a freshm an at the University 
of Illinois; then enlisting and hav­ 
ing to learn life as a soldier, when 
all freedom and individuality were 
suppressed and he 
was, like the 
others, a pawn en a checkerboard, 
rifled and moved by others down to 
fipae details; with ruthless discipline 
before he knew w hat 
it was all 
about. And then in France, m arch­ 
ing to the front over a “w ar road,” 
built for w ar hundreds of years ago 
and several feet thick with rock 
put on from tim e to time during 
the centuries. 
There are “two contrary la w s” 
at work, Mr. Brooks said; one of 
“ blood and death,’’ constantly new 
m eans 
and 
opportunities 
are 
sought and discovered of killing; 
and then the law' of peace, concilia­ 
tion and 
understanding, 
of con­ 
structive achievement and of liv­ 
ing. 
Each of these two laws is 
fighting against the other, each has 
its partisans, he said. 
Somehow' hum anity m ust learn to 
work together and seek common 
ground on which they can do so, 
Mr. Brooks 
believes; 
otherwise 
w ars will continue. 
“Backwash of W ar” 
“The problems before us now are 
only the backwash of the w ar,” he 
declared. “Cou canont spend a m u­ 
llion dollars an hour without paying 
/o r it.” Neither.could the best in­ 
telligence and effort of tile nation 
^ bent en killing and destruction 
thout paying for 
it afterw ard.

Control of Taxes

The Arlington Heights Township High School is con­ 
fronted with a very serious problem. We are compelled to 
ask parents to help us solve that problem. 


We want to keep this school open. 
We are DETER­ 
MINED to do so if it is humanly possible. 
Many schools in Cook County are considering closing. 
Some have already done so, others have served notice on 
their teachers that they may have to close within sixty days. 


Why should the schools be without funds? The answer 
is quite simple- Revenue for schools is derived from taxes.

warrant tendered does not exceed the taxes for which it is 
offered. Suppose your tax is $300. You could purchase a 
$60.00 anticipation warrant and use it in paying your high 
school taxes. 
Not only that, but these warrants draw 6N interest 
from date of issue. 
You receive interest on vour money 
until taxes are paid. We are not asking you to purchase 1931 
warrants. 
Remember, these are 1930 warrants. And 1930 
taxes must be paid in the near future. 
(If the 1930 taxes 
should be funded, the Board pledges itself to pay these war­ 
rants out of the first funding money received.) 


We appeal to you as a citizen interested in the welfare 
of our schools and our children, to invest what you can in 
these warrants. Warrants will be issued in amounts to suit 
the purchaser. Return the signed pledge card to Supt. V- I. 
Brown, Arlington Heights, or A. C. Haake, chairman of fin­ 
ance committee, Mt. Prospect.

Reorganization of Cook county’s 
taxation officialdom w as defeated 
late Tuesday night in the House 
in Springfield, when the House Bill 
No. l l , embodying the “Kelly Com­ 
promise” and carrying an em erg­ 
ency clause, lost by a vote of 80 
ayes and 56 nayes. (102 ayes or a 
vote of tw o-thirds of 
the entire 
membership of the house, were re­ 
quired, in view of the emergency 
clause being in the bill.) 
State representatives from the 
Seventh Senatorial district Mrs. 
Anna W ilm arth Ickes and Em ­ 
m ett 
McGrath, 
voted 
for 
the 
bill; Frank Foster against it. 
W ithout the emergency clause by 
which the law would 
not become 
effective until 
July 
I, the vote 
stood, ayes 58; nays 65; all three 
7th district House members voting 
“nay.” 
Opposition seemed to be concen­ 
trated among the political associ­ 
ates of form er governor Len Small, 
and of Michael L. Igoe, democratic 
candidate for governor; whose re­ 
fifty-five minutes, 
and in course of which he said: 
“This bill is called the Kelly com­ 
promise, I don’t like th at name. 
I 
never knew any real Kelly who ev­ 
er compromised in his life. More­ 
over, this bill is not a compromise. 
It is an absolute, abject and mis­ 
erable surrender of the greatest 
right the people possess, the right 
to tax.

Nelson was surprised at his sud­ 
den removal from prison, but even 
more surprised when he found is 
alleged erstw hile partner in crime, 
Powell, standing next to him be­ 
fore the bar of justice. 
Both men pleaded not guilty and 
an attorney is provided for them 
by the state.

sion 
of Circuit Judge 
Edward 
Shurtleff holding invalid the 1931 
Congressional Reapportionment Act 
of Illinois. This Act, the one out­ 
standing piece of work of the pre­ 
vious 
session of the 
legislature, 
lasting about six months, is now 
dead. 
Illinois will therefore elect two 
congressm en-at-large for the next 
congressional delegation; ten rep­ 
resentatives from Cook and Lake 
counties, and fifteen for the rest 
of the state. 
The Seventh Congressional dis­ 
trict comprises the townships of 
B arrington, 
Palatine, 
W heeling, 
Hanover, Schaumburg, Elk Grove, 
Maine, Norwood Park, and Leyden 
together with practically all the so­ 
called “N orthw est side” of Chica­ 
go: 
including the old villages of 
Edison Park, Norwood Park, Je f­ 
ferson P ark and Portage Park; the 
territo ry south of Devon avenue to 
W estern avenue, south to Chicago 
river, thence to Robey street to 
Chicago avenue, 
hence 
south on 
Ashland to W ashington boulevard, 
west to Homan avenue, north to 
Kinzie, west to Austin, north to 
N orth avenue, thence west. 
Ralph Church of Evanston and 
Jam es Simpson, Jr., who sought lo­ 
cal support, are now back in the 
old tenth district. 
Political activ­ 
ity in the seventh disrict does not 
yet appear. 
The district contains 
a large section of Chicago’s north­ 
west side. 
The Supreme court upheld Judge 
Shurtleff’s opinion 
th at 
the act 
was contrary to an act of Congress 
of 1911, which requires th at all 
districts when formed shall be as 
nearly as 
possible 
compact and 
contiguous, and containing as near­ 
ly 
as 
possible 
an 
equal 
num ­ 
ber of inhabitants. 
This 1931 re­ 
apportionm ent act was defective in 
both respects, the 
judicial opin­ 
ions have held. 
Justices Frank K. Dunn, W arren 
W. Duncan, W arren H. O rr and 
Norman L. Jones of the Supreme 
court signed the m ajority opinion. 
Chief Justice Clyde E. Stone and 
Frederic De Young dissented.

RELIEF PLAN 


Farmers May Find Mar­ 
ket to Extent of Ton­ 
sorial Needs 


Swap? 
Back to the barter days 
e seem to be going. 
If money 
_s scarce, the farmers have plenty 
of produce, and Barber Dave Pros­ 
ser of West Campbell street. Ar­ 
lington Heights, has plenty of hair 
cuts on tap, for cans OI milk, po­ 
tatoes, carrots, and what not at 


wholesale market prices. 
And the food material is all to 
be donated by Mr. Prosser to the 
Arlington Heights Relief commit­ 
tee tor use in the Community Din­ 
ing room in which 50 or 60 persons, 
mostly school children, but some 
mothers also, are being given hot 
dinners every school day. 
The produce in many cases in 
the hands of the farmers is almost 
valueless in terms of money now­ 
adays;—a can of milk brings only 
about 75 cents; a bag of carrots 
i only a half dollar or so. 
It will 
take a lot of carrots and a lot of 
I milk to pay the taxes levied on 
Cook County farms, 
and it will 
take a lot of carrots to supply hair­ 
cuts to a family of a half dozen 
boys. 
Farm Advisor O. G. Barrett, who 
is on the Arlington Heights R^- 


i lief committee, in conference with 
Mr. Prosser, has been instrument­ 
al in bringing about this arrange­ 
ment. “Dave” is not only thus con­ 


tributing to the relief of many in 
Arlington Heights but he is help­ 
ing the farmers by accepting their 
produce of which they have plen­ 
ty, instead of 
demanding their 
many of which they have little. 
It is not stipulated what amount 
of produce is demanded for hair 
cuts, but it is understood that the 
farmers will bring plenty in ex­ 
change, about what the produce 
would bring 
wholesale.
